INTERESTING TALK 
BY FIELD SECRETARY 


Miss E. K. Swartz Tells of the Con­ 
dition of Women in Mexico and 
Gives Striking Facts 


Inside History Regarding the Political Situation 
Between Carranza, Villa and the 
United States 


MIsh E. K. Swartz of W ashington,i 
D. C., a national fteld secretary of the 
Woman's Home Missionary society of 
visited Brainerd yesterday under the 
W oam n’H Home Missionary society of 
the Methodist church and delivered a 
very interesting aud instructive ad­ 
dress to a large gathering of the 
Methodist Ladies Aid society during 
their afternoon session. 
Miss Swartz has spent considerable 
time in connection with home m is­ 
sionary work in Mexico and in speak­ 
ing of the condition of the women 
there, she gave many striking facts, 
proving that their situation there is 
hut a repetition of history in coun­ 
tries where Christianity is trampled 
upon with the result that wom an­ 
kind becomes the object of m altreat­ 
ment and the slave of her stronger 
partner, man. 
In the evening at the midweek ser­ 
vice Miss Swartz 
delivered a dis­ 
course in w'hich she cited many of 
the inside facts in regard to the po­ 
litical situation 
in 
Mexico at 
the 
present time between Villa. Carranza 
and the United States. 
She was well 
informed and from what she stated 
it seems that the trouble in Mexico is 
a 
question 
of 
government 
as 
to 
w hether autocracy or democracy shall 
be the reigning power. 
The govern­ 
ment in power for so long is that of 
an autocracy in a most dangerous 
form. 
The church and state are in ­ 
terwoven 4n their endeavor to own 
and control the wealth of the country 
and the people as well. 
Only ten per 
cent of the people own land, and the 
vast resourced of this country, one- 
third as large as the entire United 
States are in the hands of those who 
have obtained possession in an un­ 
scrupulous confiscation. 
It was sta t­ 
ed that Carranza was a representa­ 
tive of this autocratic form of govern­ 
ment which is trampling upon the 


rights of the common 
people, and 
that Villa Is an idolized represen­ 
tative of tile common people, not­ 
withstanding the fact that he is de­ 
serving perhaps of ail the anathem as 
that have been hurled at him as a 
bandit and a savage. 
It was stated 
that 
Villa, as a gentlem an and a 
leader has shown him self to posses^ 
more honesty and Integrity in the 
keeping of his agreem ents than some 
of the officials of our own country. 
When the U. S. army was sent to 
Mexico to capture Villa, which cost 
this country millions of dollars, they 
were lending assistance to an auto­ 
cratic form of government. 
The Am­ 
erican soldier found himself in the 
position of the 
mountain 
whites 
when 
they 
joined 
the confederate 
army during the Civil war— absolute­ 
ly fighting for the particular thing 
they did not want on account of m is­ 
representation of facts, so It seems 
the U. S. army was using its power 
against the cause of the already m al­ 
treated people. 
On account of the 
Mexican 
people 
not 
understanding 
and already being so over taxed, rob­ 
bed and maltreated they did every­ 
thing they could to hide, protect and 
foster tile cause of Villa, and even 
('arran/a realizing that Villa was a 
Mexican of a worthy type objected 
to tile U. S. army capturing him. 
It seems strange that tile political 
force of our country should be per­ 
mitted at great cost to send an army 
representing a liberty loving people 
into a neighboring country and there 
assist an already overhearing gov­ 
ernment lo ensalve a helpless and 
downtrodden people. 
Well it is t ti at 
the army has been called home and 
the Villa exploits terminated. 
These facts have been culled by eye

lug. and you have got the money.
